New council staple: 
inflation horror tales

Inflation horror stories — no City 
Council session is complete any more 
without at least one. 
The touchy part for city officials is 
that these municipal tales of woe don’t 
mean very much in themselves to Joe 
average citizen. But his monthly power 
and sewer bills, which he’s finding more 
stunning than the weekend’s football 
scores, definitely do. 
Three years ago, if you were a 
purchasing agent and your city needed, 
say, a thousand feet of aluminum wire, 
you could look up how much it cost and 
expect delivery within a 
definite, 
reasonable period. 
No more. 
The order of old has been replaced by 
receding delivery dates that fade into 
the future and flexible price schedules 
that slide with time from catalogued, 
nonfictional 
amounts 
up 
toward 
mythology. 
Fiscal 
offspring 
of 
the 
age of 
shortages and inflation, they’re infusing 
the purchaser’s clerical trade with all 
the hunch handicapping of the $2 
window, except that the amounts 
involved are a lot more than that. 
They have also jacked up construction 
bids on the city’s regional sewage 
project nearly a cool $5 million beyond 
recent estimates and visibly shrunk the 
volume of street paving and water 
treatment the city can accomplish per 
dollar spent. 
All city officials now know for sure 
about many of the items on their “must 
have” lists is that they’re bound to cost 
at least 40 per cent more than they used 
to, when and if they can be obtained. 
The situation has cast buyers in the 
role of the young swain who finds that 
his blind date is ugly but that she has 
another quality as well — she’s also fat. 
Take the aluminum 
(triplex) wire, 
used in Lompoc’s electrical distribution 
network. In 1971,1,000 feet of it cost 972 
and arrived at city warehouses within 
three weeks. City purchasers find that 
the bill for the same amount of the same 
wire is now |S0. But the earliest quoted 


delivery date is now late 1975 or early 
1976. 


The price of copper wire was once |1 
per foot and is now passing $2.30 per 
foot. But delivery time has expanded 
from 10 days to 50 weeks. 


Another 
item 
on 
the 
electrical 
equipment ledgers is 50 foot electrical 
poles. In 1971 they cost $00 apiece and 
now the tab reads $203 per pole. But 
while they used to arrive within 21 days, 
you won’t see one now for at least six 
months.

Nobel economists 
warn of collapse

Nobel 
Prize-winning 
economists 
Gunnar Myrdal and Friedrich von 
Hayek have criticized President Ford’s 
war on inflation and warned the present 
economic trend is leading to a world 
economic collapse 
The 
two 
economists, 
named 
Wednesday as joint winners of the 1974 
Nobel Prize for Economics, agreed on 
the seriousness of the world’s economic 
woes, but differed on solutions. 
"Inflation has been created by the 
mistaken policy of maintaining full 
employment by means of increasing 
monetary demands ’, von Hayek said. 
Unless this policy is reversed, "it will 
create more inflation and ultimately 
more unemployment". 
Among President Ford’s proposals to 
curb 
inflation 
was 
a 
$3 
billion 
government subsidy plan to stimulate 
the depressed housing industry and 
provide more jobs for the unemployed. 
But in a telephone interview from his 
Salzburg, Austria, home today von 
Hayek prescribed exactly the opposite. 
"Governments 
must 
tighten 
up 
entirely on money flow even at the cost 
of unemployment," the Austrian-born 
economist said. 
"A little suffering now is better than 
more suffering later," he said. 


Wholesale 
price gain 
declines

The 
government index of wholesale prices 
gained only 0.1 per cent in September, 
giving 
President 
Ford 
the 
first 
encouraging economic news since taking 
office. 
It was the smallest increase in a year. 
The 
index 
on 
wholesale 
prices 
released by the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics today was 167.2 —meaning 
wholesale goods that cost $100 in 1967 
cost $167.20 today. 
On an unadjusted basis the index was 
actually down 0.1 per cent but the 
adjusted figure better reflects economic 
trends. 
Ford has made the economy his top 
priority issue and this week proposed to 
Congress 31 steps to take to help fight 
inflation. Since taking office in August, 
Ford has only heard of higher consumer 
prices, higher wholesale prices and 
swelling unemployment. 
But

index 
generally 
signals 
how 
prices 
of 
consumer 
goods 
will 
increase 
or 
decrease at a later date. The small 
wholesale increase last month could be 
reflected in lower consumer prices 
later. 
The September increase was the 
smallest since October 1973 when there 
was a drop of 0 1 per cent but it was still 
19.7 per cent higher than a year ago. 
The statistics showed prices of foods 
edged downward 0.3 per cent after two 
months of higher prices. 
This decline, however, may be short 
lived if grain crop setbacks continue 
Beef and veal accounted for most of the 
decline in consumer food prices.

judiciary subcommittee which will ques­ 
tion him once the Watergate conspiracy 
jury is sequestered. 
The President also called upon the 
people of Boston to obey the law, but he 
criticized the busing order of U.S.

Burns calls 
it recession 
on upswing 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Disagreeing 
with President Ford, Chairman Arthur 
F. Bums of the Federal Reserve Board 
conceded today the country is in a 
recession. But he said he does not share 
the widespread view that it will get 
worse. 
"We have a recession but it is a most 
unusual recession —a recession for 
which there is no precedent in history," 
Bums told the congressional Joint 
Economic subcommittee. 
He said the nation never before has 
had

recession 
accompanied 
by 
"galloping inflation" and a "boom" in 
business capital investment. 
Ford 
told 
a 
news 
conference 
Wednesday, “I do not think the United 
States is in a recession. We do have 
economic problems but it is a very 
mixed situation..." 
Bums also disagreed with many who 
predicted a “deepening recession" in 
the coming year. 
"On present evidence, I believe many 
are unduly pessimistic," he said, adding 
that 
"a 
sustained 
resurgence 
of 
economic activity" will await a return 
to national confidence that inflation has 
been curtailed

Hart and Terry both commented on 
the less than admirable conduct of the 
other: 
Terry told the audience that Hart let 
himself be added to the payroll of a 
lame-duck congressman and that the 
investigation of Hart’s headquarters for 
reported paying of registrars extra 
should not be “suppressed" until after 
the Nov. 5 election, as Hart wants 
In rebuttal, Hart said he was briefly 
on the congressman’s payroll, paid $40 a 
day and air fare while on official 
business. 
He 
called 
the 
registrar 
controversy "political harassment" by 
District Attorney David Minier. 
Hart reproved Terry for opposing 
Proposition 9, the Watergate-inspired 
political reform measure that requires 
candidates to disclose their finances and 
donations and limits the amount of 
money spent on a political race. He also 
reproved 
Terry 
for 
supporting 
Proposition 22 last year which would 
have undermined farm labor unions and 
was opposed by all unions, according to 
Hart 
In rebuttal, Terry contended that 
Proposition 9 favors the incumbent, so 
he opposed it. He did not defend his 
position against Proposition 22, but had 
commented earlier that he favored the 
secret ballot.

Riot-trained police 
circle Boston schools 


BOSTON (UPI) - Four-hundred-fifty 
riot-trained state and metropolitan 
police surrounded schools in racially 
troubled South Boston ami provided 
armed motorcycle escort to buses 
today, protecting children and enforcing 
a court ordered plan to integrate public 
schools. 
Boston police, who came under fire by 
some 
residents 
for 
allegedly 
overreacting, withdrew from the school 
areas in South Boston, leaving security 
to the fresh reinforcements. 
Buses arrived without incident and 
classes got under way as state police 
and 
Metropolitan 
District 
Police 
maintained tight security. The buses 
were escorted by MDP motorcycles and 
state police cruisers. 
Attendance was higher citywide than 
Wednesday, with a greatly increased 
number of black students bused into 
South Boston. 
One black man drove up, stopped his 
car, got out and stood on the comer near 
the Old Colony Housing Project, a 
predominantly white area in South 
Boston where trouble has occurred in 
the past. Several state police troopers 
talked to him. But when he got back in 
his car and didn’t drive off immediately, 
a state policeman said, "Get the hell out 
of here. It’s for your safety. We don’t 
want any trouble here." 
The tactical force of the Boston police 
was grouped in the Fenway area, ready 
to move into predominantly black 
Roxbury if trouble broke out there. 


Roxbuiy has been the scene of rock 
throwing, fighting and some looting the 
past two days. 
The reinforcements were called to 
help 
local 
police 
cope 
with 
the 
widespread violence that has erupted in 
both white and black sections of the city, 
in schools and outside them, throughout 
the day and night. 
State and Metropolitan District Police 
were ordered here after U.S. District 
Judge W. Arthur Garrity turned down a 
dramatic appeal for U.S. marshals by 
Mayor Kevin H. White, who conceded 
the city no longer could maintain the 
peace and implement the busing order. 
The state police squads, many of 
whom were called 
to neighboring 
Cambridge several years ago to put 
down student uprisings, arrived at the 
Bayside Mall in Dorchester in a caravan 
of 67 cruisers and three buses. They 
wore riot suits, including helmets, and 
carried nightsticks. 
The state police from throughout 
Massachusetts were awakened between 
2 and 3 a.m. today and were ordered to

Both County Supervisor Charles F. Catterlin and his 
suspended administrative aide, Raul Navarro, who goes on 
trial Thursday in Santa Barbara Superior Court on bribery 
charges, had hoped to work this fall on behalf of the 
campaign 
of 
Attorney-General 
Evelle 
Younger 
for 
reelection, it has been learned. 
The disclosure comes at a time when one of Younger’s 
aides has been attending County Grand Jury sessions 
probing the Zaca Lake Resort bribery case and use of 
county funds by Catterlin and Sheriff John W. Carpenter 
while on a Louisiana prison study trip last October. 
Navarro’s arrest by sheriff’s officers Aug. 19 shattered 
expectations of himself and Catterlin, it appears, to actively 
help with fund-raising in the Younger campaign in Santa 
Barbara County. 
Ironically, it was Navarro’s statement citing possible 
misuse of county funds by his former boss and the sheriff 
that brought on the expanded Grand Jury probe which is 
continuing Navarro is said to have stated the two men were 
entertained by Exxon Co. U.S.A. representatives in the deep 
South. 
Now the auditor’s office says Catterlin has given the 
county three checks for reimbursement of expenses 
received in “correcting expense account errors." 
The number of puzzling and ironical angles to the Navarro 
case seem to multiply by the week. 
Not only has the State Attorney-General entered a case 
involving two prominent public officials who offered to work 
for him, but there are other unique aspects of the case as 
well.

Nixon in 1972 He had worked for Nixon campaigns for 
president and governor before that.

Bizarre angles in the Navarro case - where a payoff 
arranged by the sheriff’s office happened after the Zaca 
Lake Resort expansion was turned down on the basis of 
Supervisor Catterlin’s deciding swing vote — continue to 
puzzle even insiders to county politics.

The Santa Maria bikeway

has 
p r o c e e d e d 
satisfactorily through county 
environmental review under 
the 
County 
Transportation 
Department direction. 
Adam told the commission he 
is getting complaints from 
persons “on the path of the 
bike way routes proposed . ” 
He declared he felt one 
solution might be to have 
“ fewer bike ways and to place 
them 
between 
centers 
of 
population rather than parallel 
to one another through the 
city.” 
“ I don’t feel they should be 
that close to one another,” he 
said, referring to the parallel

WASHINGTON (U FI) - Rep. Wilbur Mills 
appeared intoxicated and had 
blood and 
scratches on his face when his car was stopped 
for speeding with its lights out near the 
Jefferson Memorial early Monday, according to 
U.S. Park Police 
"An occupant who got out of the car identified 
himself as Congressman Mills." a police report 
said "He also appeared intoxicated and there 
was blood coming from his nose and several 
other facial wounds.” 
A woman passenger of the car, who appeared 
drunk and highly emotional, jumped into the 
Tidal Basin near the memorial. 
She was rescued by officers and later was 
taken to a mental hospital for observation, 
Deputy Park Police Franklin K. Arthur said. 
An officer took Mills home, he said 
An aide to the House Ways and Means 
Committee chairman said earlier that Mills was 
not at the scene of the 2 a.m. incident, but had 
loaned his car to a neighbor that night. 
The Arkansas Democrat, who did not appear 
on Capitol Hill Wednesday, could not be reached 
directly for comment, but his office said it had 
no further statement on the incident. 
Arthur told a news conference that the other 


passengers in the car —three women and a man 
—also appeared to have been drinking and some 
were "obviously intoxicated.” 
Arthur said the incident began early Monday 
when park police, who guard federal parklands 
and monument areas, stopped a car traveling at 
"a high rate” of speed with its lights out near 
the Jefferson Memorial 
After the car stopped, Arthur said, Anabella 
Battistella, whose address was given as the 
same Arlington, Va., apartment building in 
which Mills lives, jumped out and lay on the 
ground 
Then she jumped into the Tidal Basin and 
officers went to her rescue, throwing a spare 
tire into the water to help pull her out, he said. 
She acted "in an irrational manner,” Arthur 
said, and was taken to the hospital. 
Arthur quoted a report filed by Pvt Larry 
Brent saying Mills was "intoxicated ” Mills had 
a bloody nose and facial injuries, Arthur said, 
but he refused medical attention although he 
accepted a ride home from police. 
He said no test was given to Mills that would 
indicate that he had been drinking, but Brent 
made his report based on the smell of Mills’ 
breath.

lessen confidence in the dollar 
and still further weaken our

negotiations,” the resolution 
said 
Rep. Steven D. Symms, R- 
Idaho, who opposed the resolu­ 
tion, told the convention that 
the government action allowing 
private citizens to own gold as 
of Jan. 
1, 
1975, was "an 
important and inspiring move 
in the fight for the economic 
freedom and stability of all 
Americans.”

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Large scale solar power 
hit on by naval researcher 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — A solar physicist at 
the Naval Research Laboratory has devised a 
system to harness sunlight chemically and 
convert it into electricity on a large scale. 
The heart of the system, called SOLCHEM by 
inventor Dr. Talbot A. Chubb of Arlington, Va., 
is a solar furnace consisting of a 60-foot 
diameter scoop which collects concentrated 
anounts of light, and a reaction chamber where 
solar heat is mixed with sulphur trioxide, a gas 
that 
disassociates 
at 
high 
temperatures 
absorbing heat. 
The disassociated gas is recombined at lower 
temperatures giving up the absorbed heat which 
is then used to produce steam to run a 
conventional electrical power plant. 
The scoop, which looks like a radar dish, 
follows the sun at a 45 degree angle, collecting 
solar heat six hours a day. An underground salt 
pool stores the heat for up to three days. 
Chubb proposes to build “sun farms’’ in the 
South and West to harvest large amounts of 
solar heat. Each farm, consisting of 4,000 solar 
furnaces spread over a two of three square mile 
lot, could produce 100 megawatts of electrical 
power around the clock or enough electricity to 
meet the needs of a medium sized city of 100 
thousand to 200 thousand people. 
Recent experiments with solar energy are 
limited to using sunlight to heat and cool 
individual buildings. The Naval Research lab’s 


SOLCHEM is one of the more serious attempts 
to produce enough electricity for entire cities 
The pollution-free process reuses all chemical 
elements 
Chubb said the three major problems a 
scientist faces in attempting to harness sunlight 
on a large scale are the efficient conversion of 
concentrated sunlight into a form that can be 
transported and stored, the storage of the 
collected energy without large energy loss, and 
the production of collector scoops at a 
reasonable cost 
He has the conversion and storage problems 
solved, but he says that he is still puzzled about 
how to build the collectors cheap enough to 
produce electricity at competitive prices. 
The U.S. Army’s 8o-foot collector_ cost 
almost a million dollars and a larger one 
developed by French scientists in 1970 cost 52 
million The 60-foot SOLCHEM collector, he 
said, would have to be built for between f 10,000 
and $20,000 to make sun farms economically 
feasible. 
Chubb said his next step is to extensively field 
test SOLCHEM on the White Sands collector in 
collaboration 
with 
New 
Mexico 
State 
University. 
If the NRL gets financial support, Chubb says, 
he would be able to have a sun farm harvesting 
at full capacity in seven or eight years.

Garvey recalls '66 Series; 
A's bemoan publicity lack 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — The last time the Los Angeles 
Dodgers were in the World Series —1966 —Steve Garvey 
was a freshman defensive back at Michigan State. 
“I remember I used to skip lunch so I could watch the 
Series on tv,” he said “Those were the days when I was on 
the meat squad and I was bumping heads with the likes of 
George Webster and Clint Jones. 
“This,” he added with a wide grin, “ is a lot more 
enjoyable.” 
Garvey, now the premier first baseman of the Dodgers, 
bumped some heads of his own Wednesday. The 5-10, 190- 
pound ex-Spartan football player drilled a pair of two-run 
homers in a 12-1 Dodgers’ romp over the Pittsburgh Pirates 
to give Los Angeles its first National League pennant in 
eight years. 
With Don Sutton pitching three-hit ball for eight innings, 
the Dodgers polished off the Eastern Division champions 
three games to one. 
By beating the Pirates, the Dodgers put themselves up 
against the Oakland A s, who have won two straight world 
titles.* 
“They’re the best in baseball right now,” continued 
Garvey, who was four for five and scored four runs 
Wednesday “ But we want a chance to prove that we’re the 
best.” 
Garvey’s homers —off Jerry Reuss in the third inning and 
Ken Brett in the fifth —staked Sutton to a 5-0 lead. As it 
turned out, the Dodgers’ $114,000 righthander needed only 
the first shot. 
Sutton has won 11 straight games (he gave up only one run 
m 17 innings against the Pirates in the playoff series) and 
has 15 victories in 16 decisions since July 25. 
He won 19 games during the regular season despite 14 
starts —and nine weeks—without a triumph. 
“Before the game, I didn’t think that I was going to have 
to pitch as well against them as I did on Saturday,” noted 
Sutton, who stopped Pittsburgh 3-0 on four singles in the 
playoff series opener. 
“I don’t even want to think about Oakland,” said Jimmy 
Wynn, whose run-scoring double in the first inning scored 
Davey Lopes to get Los Angeles in front 1-0 “ I’U start 
thinking about them on Friday.” 
The Dodgers’ win was a complete turnabout after a 7-0 
Pittsburgh blitz Tuesday in which the Pirates collected 10 
hits and Los Angeles committed a playoff record five 
errors. 
Walter Alston, in his 21st season at the Dodger helm, 
revealed Sutton suffered a blister on the middle finger of his 
pitching hand He pulled him for a pinch-hitter and then let 
ironman Mike Marshall do his thing in the ninth 
“ I didn't want to overwork Don and I thought the work 
would do Marshall some good,” he explained 
The Dodgers will go with 20-game winner Andy Messers- 
mith against the A s in the World Series opener here 
Saturday at 4 p.m. EDT and use Sutton in the second contest 
Sunday.

The Yankees of 1936-37-38-39 won 
four in a row under Joe McCarthy and the Yankees of 1949 
through 1953 won five straight under Casey Stengel 
“We don’t know why we haven’t received the proper 
recognition,” says Tenace. “I think Jackson did fairly well 
with endorsements last winter after we won our second 
straight World Series. But the rest of us were practically 
ignored ” 
“When you think of it, it just doesn't add up,” added 
Bando. “ Babe Ruth’s Yankees in the 1920s never won more 
than two World Series in a row and never had a shot at a 
third. Yet they are rated by many oldtime fans as the 
greatest team of all tim e.” 
Jackson was thinking along those lines in the Oakland 
clubhouse Wednesday after the A s clinched their third 
straight AL pennant with a 2-1 victory over the Baltimore 
Orioles despite having made only one hit off Mike Cuellar 
and Ross Grimsley. Newsmen were questioning Jackson 
and other A’s over whether they were “embarrassed” at the 
“gift victory” presented them by 11 walks including four 
straight by Cuellar in the fifth inning. 
“We re expected to win,” said Jackson “In 1972 we didn’t 
know how good we were ... in 1973 we really jelled ... and 
this year we played with the poise of a championship club.”

After that start it was all 
over for the defense. South 
won the second diamond 
cashed his ace-king-queen of 
spades; entered dummy with 
a high club and cashed the 
jack of spades. That play 
squeezed East. He had to 
chuck a club or a heart and 
either discard gave South the 
slam. 
You should note that if 
South won the first trick the 
squeeze could never develop, 
since East could never be 
forced to throw either a heart 
or a club.

Leaders say CHP will need 
more officers for speed laws 


SACRAMENTO (UPI>- The highway patrol s 
new and old commissioners said Wednesday 
more patrolmen will be needed if the state 
wants to fully enforce the 55 mph speed lim it- 
more than 500 new officers could be needed. 
Commissioner Walter Pudinski, who Monday 
announced his resignation, and Dan Lanza, who 
was named by Gov. Ronald Reagan to replace 
Pudinski when he returns to the ranks Nov. 1, 
said the additional men would be needed if the 
CHP is expected to enforce the controversial 
speed limit next year. 
Pudinski, who earlier became involved in a 
controversy over the reduced speed limit, said 
the 
additional 
traffic officers could 
cost 
taxpayers $9 million. 
If the men were added it would push the 
number of uniformed officers to 6,100 
Lanza told UPI in an interview, "If the new 


administration decides that more emphasis 
should be placed on the 55 mph ... then we are 
going to need more manpower.” 
"Right now we just don't have the manpower 
despite the fact our enforcement is a couple 
hundred per cent over what it was on speed,” 
Lanza said "We don’t have the manpower to 
make the proper dent in it.” 
Pudinski said if the conditions remain the 
same and the patrol is expected to fully enforce 
the lower speed a minimum of 550 officers 
would be needed 
He said the CHP now is preparing two 
budgets. One includes the additional men and 
the other does not. The patrol’s budget this 
fiscal year is $177 million 
Pudinski said if California is again hit by 
gasoline shortages the driving public may again 
begin obeying the reduced speed limit.

among the most conservative. 


"I would be willing to submit 
that debate to the people of 
California and let them decide 
who should be lieutenant gover­ 
nor,” said Harmer, who was 
appointed last week by Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan 
to 
succeed 
former Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke. 


Dymally said he supported 
the "Serrano" court decision 
on

financing, 
which 
could cost taxpayers $1 billion

educational aid, was in favor of

Harmer said he believed it

The Tomales Bay property in 
Marin County was owned by 
Waldo Giacomim, a longtime 
acquaintance of Bagley and a 
“ sporadic” client of his law 
firm 
Bagley’s law partner, Albert 
Bianchi, appeared before the 


county board of supervisors in 
1970, representing Giacomini in 
a request that the property be 
diked and filled for use as 
pasture. 


The request was blocked by 
an environmental group, which 
contended the move was the 
first step toward development 
of the submerged lands.

Licenses proposed for 
deepwater sea ports 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Senate has voted 78-2 to establish 
strict 
licensing 
procedures 
to 
regulate 
the 
ownership, 
construction and operation of deepwater ports off the coasts of the 
United States 
The bill is a major energy-producing effort by Congress to 
promote the construction of deepwater ports for use by giant oil 
tankers while at the same time protecting the environment 
Approval of the bill came Wednesday after the Senate defeated. 
48-34, an amendment by Sen Ernest Hollings, D-S.C., that would 
have prohibited any person connected directly or indirectly with 
the oil industry from obtaining a deepwater port license 
Hollmgs said he wanted to prevent the oil industry from taking 
control of the nation’s deeper water ports "and restore a measure 
of competition to this industry.” 
But Sen Bennett Johnston. D-La , who moved to table (kill) the 
amendment, argued that licensees had to be chosen on basis of 
"what will serve the national interest.”

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Californians do not like President 
Gerald Ford’s pardon of former president Richard Nixon, the 
California Poll reported today. 
It reported that it found disapproval of the pardon by a margin 
of 61-33 Further, two out of three Californians (67 per cent) would 
have favored a trial for Nixon had the Watergate prosecutor 
brought charges against him 
Nearly half (46 per cent) would have approved sending the 
former president to jail had be been adjudged guilty of crimes 
connected with Watergate But 53 per cent of Californians would 
have approved a pardon by Ford had it occurred after such a trial 
and verdict. 
The poll said the overwhelming feeling is that Ford’s pardon 
was "prem ature.” It found that both Democrats and Republicans 
favored a trial with Democrats voting 78-16 for such a plan and 
Republicans 4M3. 
Among the 46 per cent willing to see the ex-president go to jail, 
Democrats supported such a punishment 54-39 and even 32 per 
cent of Republicans backed imprisonment.

Tunnell stated, one of the 
critical issues yet to be solved 
is the sharing of the involved 
costs. 
There 
are 
other 
questions. We need more time 
to receive an answer from San 
Joaquin 
Valley 
water 
purveyors as to whether they 
may be able to buy some of 
the county’s Feather River 


allotment which will not 
used 
The 
County 
has 
approximately 
$2 
million 
invested in the project and 
this must be protected Asking 
the citizens to vote at this 
time 
would 
be 
outright 
premature and result, rightly 
so, in defeat. 
We will vote on the State 
Water project, no doubt about 
that. At the present time, 
however, the important thing 
we need is more time to put a 
proper question before the 
voters. 
There is still a lot to do 
before a sensible question can 
be answered by the voter.

tria l 
recommenced last week I went back and 
looked 
up 
the 
245-page 
opening 
statement of John Dean which he 
delivered with a choir boy’s smile in a 
level voice in the glittering Senate 
marble Caucus Room, June 25. 1973, 
while his second wife with the honey- 
colored hair (the one with whom he 
honeymooned of $4.850 “ borrowed 
from the Nixon reelection fund) sat 
behind him. And I had long, long 
thoughts. 
And 
I 
thought 
I 
heard 
somebody murmur Mene, Mene, Tikal 
Upharsin. 
The 1968 presidential election, you 
remember, was very close 
Hubert 
Humphrey got 42.7 per cent of the 
popular vote and Richard Nixon got 43 4 
per cent, a majority of only 500,000 out 
of 73 mtliion votes cast, and if California 
had gone to Hubert (he lost it by 223,000> 
the election would have gone to the 
House And if Hubert had won he would 
probably have been rejected in 1972 and 
would be finishing his second term now 
and we wouldn't have had Watergate. 
Yet a Watergate would have come, I 
think, sooner or later. As Peter Kumpa 
points out Watergate needs three things 
and they all came together in 1972 — the 
growing and excessive poser of the 
executive (which hasn't been checked); 
a time of division and turbulence like 
that 
which 
followed 
the poisonous 
Vietnam war (which is still wreaking its 
“ future revenge’’ on us by the worst 
inflation in history); and an amoral 
president, a reclusive, paranoid figure 
whom we had thoroughly trained in the 
anything-goes 
school 
of 
American 
politics. 
So lights blazed, tv cameras showed 
their 
red 
“ on” 
signal, 
the 
Ervin 
committee hitched forward and John 
Dean, began in an easy natural monotone 
that he kept up for five days: 
“ To one who was in the White House 
and became somewhat familiar with its 
inner workings, the Watergate matter 
was an inevitable outgrowth of a climate 
of excessive concern over the political 
impact of the demonstrators, excessive 
concern 
over 
leaks, 
an 
insatiable 
appetite for political intelligence, all 
coupled with a do-it-yourself White 
House staff, regardless of the law 
That’s 
how 
he 
began, 
and 
five 
members of the do-it-yourself crew, 
stony-faced Mitchell, advertising man 
Haldeman, jaw-jutting Ehrlichman and 
the 
lesser 
figures. 
Mardian 
and 
Parkinson, sat in the court, and 70-year- 
old Judge Sirica, son of an immigrant, 
looked over the heads of the men who 
had once run a government and who had 
thought so little of the Priest-President 
that in their private talks they had had 
no 
hesitation 
in 
interrupting 
him, 
contradicting him, and plotting out with 
him their “scenarios” to gull the public 
whom he regarded, after all, only as 
children. Looking down behind Sirica 
were the statues of Moses, Justinian. 
Hammurabi and Solon. 
It was agile John Dean, that flexible 
young man so eager to please, with an 
inner toughness none of his superiors 
suspected, who decided that perjury is 
dangerous if you get caught at it and 
who concluded that the best way to 
avoid being made the scapegoat is to get 
to the prosecutioner first. Senators 
couldn’t believe what he said and every 
time they asked questions he came 
through with some further damning 
detail There was more there than he 
knew himself. “ Keep a good list of the 
press people giving us trouble,” the 
president told him, “ we will make life 
difficult for them after the election.” 
But what was this about tapes? He said 
that before he decided to turn state’s 
evidence 
he had learned that the 
president had informed the government 
“ that he had taped a conversation with 
me.” What conversation — what tape? 
About his alleged conversation in the 
Oval office? 
“ 1 do not in fact know if such a tape 
exists but if it does and has not been

tampered 
with and is a complete 
transcript, I think that this committee 
should have that tape, because I believe 
that it would corroborate many of the 
things that this committee has asked me 
to testify about.” 
Weeks later Alexander Butterfield 
unexpectedly revealed that everything 
said in the president’s private office was 
secretly recorded; a year later the 
Supreme 
Court, 
8-0, 
required 
the 
president to reveal 64 disputed tapes, 
and 17 days after that the president was 
out He had lied to everybody. 
But now comes a part of the drama 
really stranger in its way than what has 
gone before. While Judge Sirica tries to 
impanel 
a 
jury, 
with 
Hammurabi 
watching over his shoulder, Gerald 
Ford, 
the 
first 
president 
since 
Washington, hand-picked for the job—a 
nice man, an open man, an honorable 
man — is voluntarily going before the 
House Judiciary subcommittee to tell 
why 
he 
pardoned 
Richard 
Nixon, 
without seeming to understand at all 
why 
it 
caused 
such 
stunning 
consternation. The popularity of no 
other new president has fallen so 
p re c ip ito u s ly 
(and 
perhaps 
temporarily): 20 points on the Gallup 
poll We needed that popularity to get us 
over the hand-wringing sacrifices of the 
anti-inflation fight. The popularity of the 
president, the lift he gave us after the 
sick-bed of Watergate, were national 
assets. A lot of that has gone 
Mr. Ford has been here, there, and 
everywhere. He was at the vast hotel 


ballroom of the Economic Summit 
where 
Sen. 
Cranston 
delivered 
a 
memorable 
quip. 
Recession 
isn’t 
completely bad: it has allowed every 
American to live in a more expensive 
neighborhood, without moving." He has 
been at his wife's bedside; he has met 
with leaders of four other big oil 
importing powers (inconclusively); he 
opened the World Bank session. The 
Administration’s anti-inflation program 
and energy conservation program will 
come at once But I can only report that 
the atmosphere of this city is disturbed 
and finicky; the bounce has gone out. 
Why? 
Mr. Ford looked at Nixon’s CIA- 
intervention in Chile and thought it was 
all 
right. 
Undermining 
foreign 
governments 
is 
legitimate. 
The 
Russians do it. On the economic front 
the 
feeling 
grows 
that 
the 
Administration 
hasn't 
really 
got 
control: it used up a month in summits 
and the recession still deepens; the 
stock market casts a gloomy verdict. 
Then there is the pardon. Even Nixon 
never used executive privilege to cut 
prematurely across the legal process — 
not only for crimes known but for any 
“ he may have committed .” Every day 
of the Sirica proceeding recalls that the 
chief unindicted co-conspirator goes 
free. Then there is the give-away of the 
Nixon tapes, which Congress is trying to 
redress. 
And 
the 
Administration’s 
uncertain 
signals 
to the 
Arab oil 
countries...Let’s hope it pulls itself 
together soon.

Crucial debate 


The debate that developed Tuesday 
between the school board and teachers 
over the character of the proposed 
dialogue on use of one-time-only monies 
had deep and abiding factors 
One administrator called some of the 
debate “ semantics,” and this reporter 
agreed, but there was more to it than 
that. Basically the CEC, Certificated 
Employe Council, wanted the board to 
sit down for a regular “ meet and 
confer” session to consider a list of 
proposals for use of some $1.5 million in 
one-time-only 
monies. 
Tied 
to the 
phrase is the question of striving to find 
agreement on the particular proposals 
for use of the money. It was that aspect 
of the matter that proved to be the 
hangup. 
In the end the board approved a 
motion committing the trustees to 
continue the discussions with the CEC 
The term, discussion, itself was crucial 
since it was the consensus on the board 
Tuesday 
and 
among 
the 
top 
administrators 
that 
a 
1969 
board 
decision directed that one-time-only 
monies were to be the subject for 
discussion only and by assumption, not 
for the meet and confer process, which 
carries with it the twist about the need 
to seek agreement on particular items. 
One 
trustee 
confided 
after 
the 
meeting that be feared if the board got 
into the meet and confer process, they’d 
reach an impasse on a particular point 
and after that had become persistent, in 
other words, prolonged, the CEC could 
ask for a factfinding process to take 
place and the board would be . in the 
position of perhaps having to yield to a 
position it didn’t want to yield to. 
Individual members of the board 
emphasized that the board had the final 
decision in any event and that fact was 
confirmed in rulings by the county 
counsel. 
No one disputed that power or that 
right at least in so many words. 
The teachers and particularly Carol 
Linger 
who 
represented 
the 
nine- 
member CEC, argued that the only thing

the teachers wanted was for the board to 
sit down with them and strive to reach 
agreement. 
There 
was 
even 
the 
implication 
that 
the 
board 
was 
conjuring up a strawman in the absence 
of anything more than fear itself. In 
other words, the CEC logic might be 
interpreted, let’s sit down, go as far as 
we can in an examination of this list of 
spending proposals and strive to reach 
agreement. There was the implication 
Tuesday that the board could get off the 
hook so to speak easier than it realized if 
an impasse came and then could fall 
back and make its own decision on the 
use of the monies 


Board chairman Karl Braun set the 
tone 
for the 
board’s position and 
indicated he had more than the two sides 
to consider. “ I think the board should sit 
down and listen to any proposals that the 
teachers have concerning this money, 
and seriously consider them. However, 
and I have had many calls from parents 
and citizens other than teachers, that 
the public has a right to expect we listen 
to their input also I realize that the 
teachers have a close relationship to this 
problem, but so does the general public, 
and they have a right to be heard also.” 
Later he added; “ Many of the items 
are 
in harmony with 
the 
board’s 
philosophy, 
however, 
other 
items 
requested by CEC are recurring costs, 
and the board has stated in the past that 
lawsuit monies should be for one time 
expenditures only and any recurring 
costs should be part of the general 
budget.” 


For those who don’t know, the $1.9 
million came from monies illegally 
impounded 
by 
the 
state and 
now 
unfrozen. The sum was reduced to about 
$1.4 million after expenditures to reduce 
the amount of a projected tax rate 
increase, and then grew to about $1.5 
million with the addition of interest 
money earned while the fund was 
deposited with the county for safe 
keeping. 
So the debate goes.

With Carey, a Roman Catholic with 12 
living children, ethnics comprising a 
sizeable proportion of the vote have one 
of their own at the top of the ticket. That 
veteran firehorse of politics and foreign 
policy, W. Averell Harriman, did a lot of 
the spade work to put Carey over in the 
primary 
against 
the 
organization 
candidate, 
Howard 
Samuels. 
For 
Harriman, 
this 
was 
a 
gratifying 
reversal of the back of the hand 
treatment 
he 
received 
from 
McGovern ites in 1972. 


So strong is the upsurge of euphoria 
that it laps over into the Senate race 
where Jacob Javits had been considered 
a shoo-in for re-election to a fourth 
term. 
His Democratic opponent is 
Ramsey Clark, the controversial former 
U.S. attorney general who took up 
residence in the state to make the run A 
barefoot candidate, Gark has limited 
contributions to $100. 


At the urging of Sen. Clay borne Pell of 
Rhode Island, Javits visited Cuba. The 
first high officials of the American 
government to go there since Fidel 
Castro took over, they got short shrift 
from the bearded dictator. But at least 
Javits got on television and increasingly 
that is the name of the game — identity 
established on the tube 
This explains why fanciful 
crystal 
ball gazers are predicting a ticket for 
1976 of John Glenn for president, Hugh 
Carey for vice president. Glenn is 
expected to win big for the Senate in 
Ohio over Cleveland’s Mayor Ralph J. 
Perk. 


If the ticket sounds like science 
fiction, anything is possible in the 
television era. 
As the first astronaut, Glenn has 
instant identity. In his second run for the 
Senate, he has proved a vigorous and 
effective campaigner And as a sure-fire 
serial, it can be billed as Son of Ike. 
While Rockefeller in his long spell in 
the governorship made enemies among 
conservatives, his departure left a large 


hole in the Republican organization Of 
the thousands of letters coming into the 
Senate Rules Committee in opposition to 
his confirmation as Vice President, a 
sizeable share are from highly vocal 
Right to Life advocates denouncing him 
for his stand on abortion. 
In a forthright message two years ago, 
Gov Rockefeller vetoed a bill passed by 
the legislature repealing New York’s 
liberal abortion law Defending the right 
of a woman to make her own choice, he 
noted that the well-to-do could find ways 
to pay for an abortion regardless of the 
law To close the clinics operating under 
the New York State law would condemn 
the 
underprivileged 
to 
unwanted 
children or to the hazards of an illegal 
abortion. 
Carey has said that as a Catholic he is, 
of course, opposed to abortion But he 
cited the Supreme Court ruling against 
state laws seeking to abolish or control 
the right of a woman to abortion as the 
law of the land 


In 
a 
time 
of 
cynicism 
and 
indifference, identity is a problem for 
political candidates at every level With 
Sen Edward Kennedy having removed 
himself, it is particularly acute for 
Democratic presidential hopefuls who in 
all probability can anticipate running 
against Gerald Ford as incumbent with 
unlimited television identification Sen. 
Henry M. “ Scoop” Jackson, ahead in the 
field 
at 
present, claim s 
name 
recognition of more than 50 per cent. 
The others trail far behind both 
Jackson and Alabama’s Gov. George 
Wallace. Sen. Walter Mondale, one of 
the ablest and most personable of the 
potentials, has a 2 per cent recognition. 
Jackson owes a lot of his margin to the 
fact that 
he made a pass 
at the 
presidency 
in 
1972 and got some 
television coverage. 
What 
instant 
identity means, as in the example of 
John Glenn, is that the prime requisite 
of television with its fantastic cost can 
be circumvented.
